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FROM THE NORTHERN SEAS.

News frem Hall's Franklin Expedition.

The following is a copy of a letter received by
Menry Grinnell, Eaq., from Mr. R. H. Chappel.
We understand that Mr, Hall has been supplied
‘with provisions from ships the B'aok Hawk and
Ansal Gibbs, which are reported to have arrived
at Hepulee Bay. Mr. Chappel writes as fol
Yowa:—

New Lowpox, November 16, —Henry Grinnell,
M., New York—Dear 8ir:—The steam whalog
barque Pioneer, Oaplalu Ebenezer Morgan,
from the northern seds, arrived ut this port Jes-
terday. As the vessel fell in with Mr, O ¥,
Hall, the Arctic explorer, and yet brought ne
Aetter from Wim to his fricnds in the United
Biates, I forward you Captain Morgan's state.
ment ol his interview and socoess with Mr,
Hall in his researches nmong the natives of the
northwert const of Hudson's Bay., The Ploneer
reached the head of Repulse Bay, north of
River Welcome, on the 26th o July last, Here
they met Mr, Hall and his party of Esquimanx.
al In good health, at that time engaged
in fishing—hia faithful adherents, Joe and Han-
nali (Esquimnux), who are well known to yon,
with some other natives from hus tamily, or
sroupe, He had at times no white man in his
company, Mr, Hall was much affected agsin
to meet familiar faces, and hear news from
bome, He bad passed the winter very com-
fortably, being thoroughly inured to the Esqui-
maux mode of life, and having with his re-
sources secured ample supplies of food. Af this
statlon he had killed one whale Inst fall anl
another this summer, while Inland deer
were jound in the grestest shundance,  He hud
established @ great muny depots of provisious,
extending tar into the interlor, to we uscd In
case of necessity, )

Last spring, Mr. Hall made o journey. north-
west towards Committes Bay und King William's
Land; but found the natives of that section so
treacherous and jealous that he was forced to
toturn, when withi one hondred miles o1 s
destination. This animosity and feud is between
the diferent familles and tribes of the Esqgui
maux, who all carry weapons secretly, and do
not bhesitate to kill each other for any real or
vupposed injury, Some of them threatened the
life of Mr. Hall and his party, and they were

obliged to turn buck.

Mr. Hall has secured a great many relics of
the Franklin exploring expedition, together
with some lmportant documents which he be-
teves to have been peuned by Captain Crogier,
and his information of the location of other:
which he is determined to obtuiu, believing
ihem to be of much value towards clenring up
the myetery of the fate ol the unfortunate sur-
vivors of the Erebus and Serror. Mr. Hall is
vontinually adding to his stock of Information,
and the object of his search beine further known
among the natives, he is constantly gathering
fresh traces and new proofs to establish previ-
vusly known facts,

Among othier things he has heard of the loon-
ton of & boat turned bottom up, under which
are the bodies of seventesn Lo twenty-tive dend
white men, with thelr bands and feet all cut oif,
The natives clain that the mutiation was not
doune by them, but by some of the white men
who were wrecked. The tradition of the Bsqui-
maux is that a rebellion broke out amoung the
#arvivore, who were endeavoring to rewch Hud-
#on’s Bay, and thatall bot three were murdersd:
that these three remalned among the uatives,
worlring their way towards white settlements,
but that they finally died before reaching them.

Captwn Morgan furnished Mr. Hall such
things s he needed from his ship, and states
ibat two or three American whaling vessels will
winter at Repulse Bay this season,

Mr, Hall expressed his great gratitude and
regard for those who hnd aided him at home to
nndertake his plaus of discovery; said that he
wie determined to carry out his plane, it it
wonld be done without 100 much expense, and
conclude his explorations in that quirter the
ensuing year,

He wished very much to ovganize a small
party of six or eight white men, fully armed, to
accompany him. He would then fravel with
mpunity, and reach the utmost lunits of his
desires, It 1s not improbable that such a party
e:n be made up from the ships’ crews wintering
there,

Mr, Hall war prepariog to send home by the
Pioneer many relics, his journals, letters, eto,
The ship moved some filty miles for a batter
whallng und, fully intendiog to return to
Hepulse Bav, but, owing to the ice, was unable
to do s0. This will account for the fact thut ~he
¢id not bring anything from Mr, Hall direo:ly,
